!• A land mine depot is located in a forest 8-10 kilometers northeast of Sungurlare 
(N 42-h5j 3 26-1*8), four or five kilometers south of Podvisi (N U2-50, E 26-51), 
three to five kilometers west of the Podvis railroad station, and five or six 
kilometers northwest of Lozarevo railroad station, in Karnobat Okoliya. The 
area ie 2»5 x 2 kilometers in size. Trees were felled to clear the area and 
young trees are now being planted about the depots. The area is surrounded by 
a single row of barbed wire. Posted notices state that trespassers will be 
fired upon without warning. There is only one gate to this area, located in 
the direction of the Podvis railroad station. 
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Tn February 1952, construction of a 3— U kilometer road to Podvis was started. 
It will be eight meters wide with $0-60 centimeter drainage ditches on both 
sides.

hill. There are to be four rows of nine depots each. The depots within each 
row are 100-150 meters apart while the rows are 150-200 meters apart. By

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5* The depots are built of brick. The roof is of pine rafters covered with tiles. 
Sach .depot i3 placed in a pit which is £-10 meters deep. Water is drained off 
through grates in the pit. These depots were to be completed by the end of 1952, 
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they cannot be finished by then because the earth is 

very bard and wills had to be built to prevent landslides (sic). 

6. Just prior to l£ August 1951, one hundred and fifty railroad cars of ammunition 
were brought from the Podvis railroad station. These stores were piled on the 
ground, surrounded by barbed wire and guarded continuously by four soldiers. 
These ammunitions were still in place in February 1952.
